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REMARKS 

Claims 1-34 were pending in the above-captioned application as filed. Claims 
13-23 have been withdrawn from consideration as the result of a restriction 
requirement. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7 and 24 have been amended and claim 3 has been 
canceled herein, in order to more clearly define and fully protect Applicants' invention. 
Allowance of all claims 1, 2, 4-9, 12, 24-31 and 34 is believed appropriate and is 
respectfully requested. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the interview held on April 20, 2005 
between Examiner Chan, the undersigned, and Daniel Krassowski, Ph.D. and Brad 
Reis of assignee Advanced Energy Technology Inc. As recorded in the Interview 
Summary Record, it was agreed during the interview that nothing in the cited 
references relates to a high volume manufacturing process involving the application of 
a graphite heat spreader to a plasma display panel, and the characteristics of the heat 
spreader important to such a process. 

As also agreed during the April 20 interview, claim 1 has been amended to 
incorporate the limitations of claim 3, that the average release load of the release 
liner/adhesive combination is no greater than about 40 grams per centimeter at a 
release speed of one meter per second, in order to provide the requisite high volume 
capability (claim 3 has been canceled as a result of the incorporation of its 
limitations into claim 1, and claims 4, 5 and 7 amended to correct their 
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dependency). In addition, claim 24 has been amended to specify that the additional 
through-thickness thermal resistance due to the presence of the adhesive is no more 
than 100% of the through-thickness thermal resistance of the graphite heat 
spreader itself, again to support the fact that the inventive process is related to the 
high volume manufacturing of plasma display panels with heat spreaders, while 
still maintaining the desired thermal dissipation function of the spreaders* Support 
for the amendments made to claim 24 appears in the specification at, inter alia, 
paragraph [0078], at pages 33-34. 

In addition, claims 6 and 28 have been amended to correct a typographical 

error. 

Therefore, as agreed during the interview, the claims as amended are 
patentably distinguished form the art of record in this above-captioned application, 
and, accordingly, all pending claims 1, 2, 4-9, 12, 24-31 and 34 should be allowed. 

CONCLUSION 

Based on the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is believed that allowance 
of all pending claims 1, 2. 4-9, 12, 24-31 and 34 is appropriate. Such action is 
earnestly sought.
